1. Applicant's proposed amendment filed July 10, 2003 will not be entered. However, claim 

34 would be allowable if rewritten to include the limitation of "and said brightness reduction 

cover element further being positioned so that said indirect lighting of said uplight from the top 

surface portion of the light source is not affected by said brightness reduction cover element" in a 

timely filed amendment. In addition, claims 4 to 7, 12, 13 and 38 to 44 were withdrawn from 

consideration and have not been cancelled.
